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Mountain Ave. landscaping plan ok’d

The Upland City Council Monday 
night approved formal ‘‘colonade”’ 
landscaping for Mountain Avenue 
north of 13th Street. The landscap- 
ing plan, designed by Bob Perry of 
Land Deisgn, uses curving 
sidewalks, rock borders and couble 
rows of bronze loquat trees and 
Canary Island pines. 

Crowell-Leventhal, Inc. which 
owns more than half the frontage on 
the east side of Mountain Avenue 
between 13th and 19th streets, had 
proposed a more ‘‘relaxed”’ 
landscaping using curved sidewalks, 
clustered trees, and mounds of 
rocks. 

Perry said the double rows of 
trees and rock borders will provide 
‘control and formality’ needed to 
make a ‘continuous statement” 
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along Mountain Avenue, which is a 
major north-south access to Mt. 
Baldy. 

The colonade plan had been 
redesigned to include some of the 
Crowell-Leventhal proposals such 
as curved sidewalks and wood 
features on the block walls. 

City engineer Fred Blanchard said 
the colonade plan will be used for all 
developments north of 16th Street. 
Some of the design elements will be 
used between 13th and 16th streets 
as parkway trees are replaced, he 
said. 

The council approved the colonade 
plan based on the formal at- 
mosphere created by center 
medians and the amount of com- 
promise already reached between 
the two plans.

Jo Ann Charleston’s mural will fit 
right in with people waiting in line 
at the new Department of Motor 
Vehicles, 222 S. Mountain Ave., 
Upland. 

The Cucamonga artist chose to 
paint the Madonna of the Trails, who 
has stood at the corner of Euclid 
Avenue and Foothill Boulevard 
more than 45 years. 

West End residents will have their 
first chance to view the mural when 
the new Motor Vehicles office opens 
for business Sept. 8. Staff members 
will lead guided tours of the facility 
at an open house 10 a.m. Sept. 24 

The mural is one of 30 statewide 
which are painted by local artists 
and reflect the cultural heritage and 
history of local communities 

Mrs. Charleston, who likes 
painting ‘‘big things,” said she has 
worked hard to make the mural 
accurate. She checked details such 
as placement of a cactus at the 
Madonna’s feet. 

She also checked whether the 
Madonna has a wedding ring and 
brought peppertree leaves to be sure 
she painted the leaves correctly. She 
said placement of the trees 
surrounding the statue is less 
important because trees are always 
changing. 

Many of the people at Upland 
Convalescent Hospital, where Mrs 
Charleston is activities director, are 
especially interested in the mural 
They remember the statue's 
dedication which was a big day for 
“everyone in town.”’ 

Some of the convalescent home 
residents are members of the 
Daughters of the American 
Revolution (DAR) which donated 
the Madonna statue. The five-ton 
statue, made of algonite stone, 1s 
one of 12 across the country 
commemorating the contribution of 
pioneer mothers to the development 
of the country 

The Motor Vehicles mural is Mrs 
Charleston's fourth. Working trom 
color photographs she painted a 
mural of the River Jordon at 
Vineyard Baptist Church. 

She also painted an Arizona desert 
scene and a Sierra mountain lake at 


the convalescent hospital. Older 
people, especially, like realistic

themselves,’ noted Mrs. 
Charleston. 

Her pleasure is in painting the 
mural and in the enjoyment other 
people gain from seeing it. Although 


murals don’t last forever, Mrs. 
Charleston said, they are 
surprisingly durable. 

She uses paint which can 


withstand even water and said 
scratches can be repaired with more 
paint. She often repairs wheelchair 
bumpmarks on the two murals at 
the convalescent home. 

Painting the original mural is a lot 
harder than repairing occasional 
scratches. Mrs. Charleston, who 
usually paints barefoot, said mural 
painters suffer sore backs from 
constantly reaching up. “‘I should 
work only short hours, but I get too 
involved and forget to stop,’ she 
admitted. 

‘When the water gets too dirty, | 
stop for the day because I know

1 cup sugar 

I‘2 cups fresh squeezed 
grapetruit juice 

2 egg whites 

1 California grapetruit, 
peeled, sectioned, cut into 
bite-size pieces 

Soften gelatine in 44 cup 
water. Combine “%4 cup 
sugar and remaining 2 cup 
water in small sauce pan; 
bring to a boil and cook tor 2 
minutes. Add softened 
gelatine mixture and stir to 
dissolve. Cool. Combine 
grapefruit juice and 
gelatine mixture; piace in 
shallow pan in freezer. 
Freeze until mushy, about 1 
hour. Beat egg whites until 
frothy; add remaining 14 
cup sugar slowly, beating 
until soft peaks form. Turn 
mushy grapefruit mixture 
into a chilled bowl; beat 
until smooth. Fold into egg 
whites until smooth and 
thoroughly blended. Fold in 
grapefruit pieces; return to 
freezer. Finish treezing, 
stirring several times.
